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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 06 September 2006 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that a prima facie case of obviousness has 
not been established since Zuniga (US Patent 5,280,367) 
allegedly does not overcome the deficiencies of Matsuda (US 
Patent 6,285,470 Bl) since Zuniga does not teach that the 
background color estimation is based solely upon edge-detection 
information from a single side of the document with respect to a 
portion with low intensity of the detected edge, but rather 
teaches utilizing a histogram of gray scale values that detects 
and analyzes peaks that represent both text and background 
portions of a scanned document. 

Examiner replies that firstly, from the point of view of a 
gray scale value histogram analysis, an edge is the same as 
text. Both are simply black (or at least dark) lines sharply 
contrasting with a light background. Secondly, the whole gray 
scale value histogram itself is edge-detection information. The 
histogram shown on figure 3 of Zuniga shows peaks for both the 
text/edges and the background. While at first this may appear 
to be both edge-detection and background-detection data, the 
histogram in figure 3 of Zuniga is in fact solely edge-detection 
information since, if there were only one peak, it would be 
impossible to determine where the edge data is located. Thus, 
the peak corresponding to the background is also a part of the 
edge-detection information since edges cannot be detected 
without the background peak, thus giving a low pixel value 
region with which to contrast the edge region.
